Gold Shipments 


Swelling Volume Of Precious Metal 
To United States 

In one week of- September more 
than 55,651,000 in gold came here 
from Russia. The announcement 
from the Department of Commerce 
does not cite the interesting fact 
that the Soviet Union has: probably 
led other’ European countries this 
year in shipments of gold to the 
United States. 

An exception may be made of the 
receipt of $278,000,000 in gold from 
Canada in the first half of this year, 
much of it probably coming origin- 
ally from the United Kingdom: In 
the first six months of 1941 Russia’s 
exports of gold to America were al- 
most double those of the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 

The only other considerable in- 
creases have been recorded in gold 
shipments from certain South Ameri- 
can countries and from the~Union of 
South Africa. The swelling: volume 
of precious metal in Fort Knox is 
augmented’ by a flow that travels 
long distances.

Egypt Have Been Necessary 

Egypt, the fertile land of the Nile, 
is beginning to feel the pinch of 
food shortage. The situation is re- 
garded in Cairo as not sefious, but 
some restrictions have been found 
necessary and others. probably will 
follow. 5 

The country’s normal exports to 
Europe have been halted by the war 


far more than Egypt ever imported. 

Too, the wheat crop this year is 
below normal. As à result, some 
wheat will be imported and all bread 
now contains 15 per cent. rice flour 
by government decree. 

There have been no potatoes on 
the market for weeks and some other 
vegetables also are scarce. The min-

Here is what we found: hexa- 
ehlorelthane, the chemical that forms 
the base of smoke screen material, 
looks like salt; TNT looks like yel- 
low sugar; smokeless powder, before 
it is extruded into lengths, looks like 
pastry dough; the fuse powder for 
the time-ring on the nose of a shell 
looks like coffee grounds and at one 
stage in its manufacture resembles 
a giant waffle; gunpowder looks like 
soot (not on the pantry shelf, we 
hope) while cordite looks like maca - 
roni.—C. I. L. Oval.
